BARABOO. Wis.—The king of 


England, the state of Wisconsin and 
seme residents of Ireland are in a 
three cornered legal fight for an es- 
tate of ?13,000 loft here by the late 
Paul Cunningham. 


The residents of Ireland claim the 


estate on the ground that they are 
tho heirs, although remote relatives, 
31 Cunning-ham, a bachelor, who died 
In a hotel here. 


Ttw king of England says the es- 


tate belongs to him under a provi- 
sion of the Hay-Pauncefote treaty, 
being the estate of a British subject 
[lying in the United States, without 
hoirs nnd intestate.. 
The state of Wisconsin declares 


'.he estate escheats to the state un- 
der laws so OToviding in case persons 
.•,-ho acquire their property in this 
•ountry die intestate. 


An innportant point is tihat Cun- 


lingham, it appears, was a native of 
Ireland, but, while he passed most 


f his life in this country and made 
lis money emtirel>; here, he failed to 
become a naturalized citizen. 


"Ten million dollars will be saved 


in one year as a result of improved 
roads in Wisconsin if one cent can

Approx- 
imately the same amount is provid- 
ed by the state. 


"Cost of cement has increased 15 


per cent over last year," said Mr. 
Hirst, "and there will be no more 
concrete roads built in Wisconsin 
until the price comes down. 
We 


want the public to back us in this 
fight against the so-called cement 
trust. 
In answer to a question he s&id 


that from 3,000 to 5,000 more men 
would be emplsyed in road building 
this year than last year.

Business Men Are Against Any Change in the Volstead 


Act; Says Savings Have Increased,; Acci- 


dents Are Decreased 


NEENAH — The following statement was issued here today by John 


Strange, former lieutenzmt governor and a well known paper manufac- 
turer:"The federal grand .jury at Milwaukee petitioned Congress to amend 
the Volstead Law by legalizing the manufacture and sale of beer and 
wine. In order to get the popular feeling, a questionnaire was cent to 500 
manufacturers, bankers and business men whose names were chosen at 
random'from the state gazetteer, covering all counties except Milwaukee. 
166 replies were received, with results as follows:

"By a two to one majority they declare that the law has not been 


well enforced. Many of the 58 ("Yeses" were qualified by the words 
fairly", yet only 4 per cent favored a return to the old saloon. Only 7 per 
cent favored beer and wine. Most of these stipulated that it must not be 
sold through saloons. Seven out of every 8 opposed all forms of intoxi- 
cating liquor. 


"89.7 per cent favored continuing prohibition. 88.5 per cent favored 


strengthening the law. The men making these answers had ..business- 
records before them and therefore were not merely voicing a personal 
opinion or prejudice. The Wisconsin legislature should strengthen our 
'state law as one of their first acts this winter. 


"Regarding bank resources, the largest increase was in the savings 


department. Savings increases of 100-per cent or more were recorded. 
Several firms say, "Annual bomis distribution ranch increased due to de- 
creased absences on part of employes." Employer and employe were ben- 
efited. Others said, I'War unrest caused heavy turnover of help. In 
spite of new men, accidents decreased. 
Attribute this' to prohibition."

"The present Wisconsin teachers 
retirement fund is in such a straigh 
teried financial condition that som 
action must te taken by the legis 
lature to put it on a sound and per 
mancrnt financial footing," said Sen 
Antcne Kuckufc, chairman..

the oo-operafion of the teachers an< 
interested'people of the state a new 
plan has been worked but, whic 
greatly changes the .scope of th 
present law. 


"Every tead»» who has made con 


tributions to the present teachers 
fund will'receive all of the benefit 
that are promised. 
Their every 


right and privilege has been sacred 
ly guarded in working out the new 
plan. 


"The tentative plan which we an 


developing will no_t or.ly be open fa 
the teachers outside of Milwaukee 
but normal school teachers and th< 
university staff, may be brough 
v.-ithin its jfrovisions^if the legisla 
ture so desires. The essential core 
of the new plan is that it is design 
nri to aid in old age, the .teacher who 
desires to dedicate her life to th 
state. Under the present law eac'r 
teacher is contributing from one per 
cent to two per cent of her salary 
to the support pf the 
fund.

round numbers 11;000 of these teac1! 
ers, according to the statistics gath- 
ered, never intend to follow 
the 


teaching profession and seldom fol- 
low it for a lor.ger period than five 
years. Ont of 100 teachers entering 
the profession 18 are in the service 
al the end of 25 years. To meet the 
objection of teachers who do not in- 
tend to continue as such, the sug- 
gested plan asks, for no contribu- 
tion for a teacher under 25 years 
age. , 
'"This immediately brings the plan 


down to a basis of aiding those who 
have a liklihood of following the 
profession. All teachers in the state 
over the age of 25 years most make 
contributions to the teachers' retire- 
ment fund. It is pro posed ^o take a 
contribution out of the teachers sal- 
ary of 5 per cent. At the end of 
aach year the state will make 'a con- 
tribution determined by the amount 
of the teachers' deposits and in- 
creasing with the length of service 
The sums paid by the state and tfee 
teacher are credited to a separate 
^account kept by the state in the 
name of the teacher. 


"Under the present law to draw 
the annuity a teacher can- only with- 
draw at the end of 25 years of serv- 
ice, not before. Under the plan now 
proposed the teacher is permitted to 
retire at any. tim«, but the amowni 
of the annuity will be determined by 
the amount of contributions which 
the state and teacher has made to 
the fund through the years of serv- 
ice rendered. 
Since the contribu- 


tions of the teacher are based on 
salary, the amounts of the annuity 
vary, but the general principle is ap- 
plicable to all cases. Annuities are 
only paid uipon retirement arid no) 
while the teacher is still teaching. 
"Or, a teacher upon retiring from 


the service can withdraw every dol- 
lar which''she has contributed to the 
f-dnd with interest 
The amount 


which the state has contributed will 
remain and the interest earnings if 
she is past 50' years, wfll go to her 
annually as an annuity. 
This is 


only one of the. several options 
which the'teadler has upon retiring. 
"The suggested plan has many ad- 


vantages over the present system. 
It will restore vhe present fund to a 
stable financial and sound under- 
taking. There is an incentive to re- 
main in tie service 
t-f-^ause the 


amount of the annual annuity in- 
creases every year. The longer the" 
drawing of the annual annuity is de- 
ferred, the larger will be the annuity 
payable. Should the teacher die be- 
fore having withdrawn, the total 
accumtntrlitions derived from the 
contributions of herself and state 
will be-'paid to her heirs or as her 
will directs.

LENROOT AND ELAINE 


QENATOR LENROOT is reported as saying that Governor 
O Blaine's message agrees with the platform on which most 
of the members of the legislature were elected, and that it would 
be of great value to the state of Wisconsin if the things sug- 
gested by the governor were carried out. 


There is no part of the governor's message which will re- 


ceive a heartier echo from the people than his condemnation of 
federal interference with state affairs and his recommendation 
that the legislature shall petition congress to modify the terms 
of the Esch-Cummins bill which Senator Lenroot has defended 


. in season and out of season. 


Under the Esch-Cummins law the people must pay the rail- 


roads nearly seven billion dollars each year, for the next two 
years, for carrying freight and passengers. 


Do you realize what this means? 11 means that one dollar 


ont of every five which farmers receive for their products will 
go to the railroads, and nearly one dollar out of every seven 
which the people as a whole receive from the sale of farm prod- 
ucts, wages, salaries, etc., will also go to the railroads. 


This seven billion is nearly half of the total price farmers 


will receive this year for their products. 


According to the bookkeeping of the railroads during the 


first six months after the roads were returned they ran behind 
§656,000,000, which is within S245-,000,000 of the total deficit 
incurred during twenty-six months of government operation un- 
der war-time conditions. When the roads were coordinated un- 
der one system, when they were cooperating instead of compet- 
ing, when they were shipping goods by the shortest route, when 
they made one set of employees at a terminal do the work of 
several sets there were enormous economies. 


There were also great economies when the government 


bought its railroad supplies from the lowest bidders. Now they 
are baying from steel companies and other concerns in which 
the directors are large stock-holders. 
• 


The inter-state commerce commission has reported that: 
Thirteen New York Central directors are directors in 35 


financial and 44 industrial corporations. 


Seventeen directors of the Pennsylvania road hold posi- 


tions in 37 financial corporations and 58 industrial corporations. 


AH but one of the 26 directors of the New York, New Haven 


and Hartford railroad were directors in one or more of 161 in- 
dustrial incorporations. 


Nearly every one of the 15 directors of the Northern Pacific 


was a director in from one to 19 of 33 financial and 82 industrial 
corporations. 


Other railroads showed similar conditions, and yet Senator 


Lenroot says he is uncertain whether the clause in the Clayton 
Act which prohibits railroads from buying supplies of corpora- 
tions in which their directors are interested should be put into 
sffect or not. 


And it is an amazing commentary on the grip which the 


railroads have upon congress that the enforcement of this clause 
»f the Clayton Act has been postponed so long, for it is one of 
the causes why the'railroads lost $656,000,000 during the first 
six months after they were returned, and which now gives them 
an excuse for asking for a still further advance in freight and 
passenger rates.
